Taxpayers should' note that under 


th« Revenue Act of 1936 the credit 
for dependent* as well us the per- 
sonal exemption it required to be 
prorated -where a change of status 
occun during the taxable year and 
that these credits are allowable not 
j'.ilt tor (he purpose of computing 
the normal tax, but also the surtax. 
A fractional part of a month Is to 
be disregarded unless It amounts to 
more than half a month, in which 
case it is considered a month. 


For example, a single man and a 


single woman wlio were married on 
July 20, 1936, and were living to- 
gether on the last day of the tax- 
able rear, mar file a joint return. If 
they flle their return or returns on 
the basf* of the calendar year, they 
would he entitled to a personal ex- 
emption of I2.30S.34. which Is seven- 
twelfth of $1,000 for the husband 
while tingle, plus seven-twelfths of 
JI.OOO for the wife while single, 
plus fire-twelfths of J2.500 for the 
period during which they wern mar- 
ried. If separate returns arc filed. 
"*ch !• entitled to a personal exemp- 
tion of 11.104.17. which Is seven- 
twelfths of $1.000. plus one-half of 
fire-twelfths of IZ.SOO. If during thi> 
rear H3C the husband or the wifn 
had the status of the head of a fam- 
ily prior to their marriage he or she 
would be entitled to his or her pro- 
rata share of the pr-rsonal exemption 
of 12.500 allowed the head of a fam- 
ily for the period prior tn thc'r mar- 


e instead of merely that allowed 


a single person. However, for the 
period of their marriage any exemp- 
tion to which either might be entitled 
as the head of a fumlly would be 
merged In the joint personal exemp- 
tion for that period. The Joint per- 
sonal exemption allowable in the 
case of a couple who were married 
and living together during the entire 
year may not exceed J2.500. 


If a child under IS years ot age 


and dppendent on the parent for 
support reaches the age of IS years 
during the taxable year, the credit 
of $400 for a dependent is renuired 
to be pro-rated In the stme manner 
as the personal esempton. For ex- 
ample, should the child's eighteenth 
birthday fall on June 30, the parent 
would he entitled to claim J200 cred- 
it for the dependent child—-that is 
one-half of $400. The same rule ap- 
plies to other dependents where a 
'•hanire of status occurs during the
